Yellow Cast to Skin 
May Signify Jaundice 


•y HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
COLD weather usually brings 
an Increase in the num ber of 
cases of infectious hepatitis or 
jaundice. This is a common ty pe 
of acute liver infection which 
sometimes occurs in epidemics 
Such epidemics were fairly com 
mon in the armed forces during 
World War II. 
Caused By Virus 
The infection is caused by 
virus which may be spread by 
contam inated food or water. It is 
not ordinarily a severe disease 
Usually it attacks y oung persons 
It is 
generally 
believed 
th at 
crowding, poor sanitation and 
poor nutrition may contribute 
greatly to its development. 
If y ou contract this disease, y ou 
probably won’t notice any sy mp­ 
toms until about six weeks after 
y ou’ve been infected. The dis­ 
order starts suddenly . Usually , 
y ou will lose y our appetite, feel 
sick to y our stom ach and have a 
fever. In severe cases, y our fever 
will reach 103 or 104 degrees. 
j 
lo a de r Liver 
You’ll probably be very uncom­ 
fortable, and feel weak. Your liver 
may be tender and enlarged, and 
y ou may have a pain in the upper 
right p art of y our abdomen. You 
may have intestinal cramps, too, 
and in about one-six th of the 
cases the spleen in the upper left 
part of the abdomen becomes en­ 
larged. Your skin may itch se­ 
verely and y ou m ight have oc­ 
casional attacks of diarrhea. 
About Ave day s after the first 
sy mptoms appear Jaundice usu­ 
ally develops, and the skin and 
mucous m em branes turn a green­ 
ish-y ellow. With the development 
of jaundice, y our tem perature 
usually returns to about normal. 
The stom ach and bowel discom­ 
fort 
will 
continue 
for 
about 
another IO day s, but as the jaun­ 
dice clears up, these sy mptoms 
will also vanish. 
In the milder cases of infectious 


hepatitis, Jaundice does not usu­ 
ally develop. 
Doctors have as y et found no 
specific treatm ent for this dis­ 
ease. 
How to Speed Recovery 
The most im portant thing y ou 
can do to speed y our recovery is 
to rest in bed, rem aining there for 
a t least three weeks. If y our case 
isn’t severe, y ou can get up to go 
to the bathroom. If it is, use a 
bed pan. Stay in bed a t least ten 
day s after the sy mptoms dis­ 
appear. 
Complete recovery usually oc­ 
curs after about six to eight 
weeks, but let me cautibn y ou 
right here to take it easy when 
y ou do get up. About one-six th of 
the patients have relapses be­ 
cause of some infection such as 
a cold, or because they try to re­ 
turn to work too q uickly . 
Don’t drink any alcohol while 
y ou’re ill. Ex cessive use of alcohol 
m ight bring on a relapse after 
y ou think y ou have recovered. 
’rotein Foods Important 
Eat a lot of protein foods such 
as meat, milk and eggs. Broiled 
m eats will be good for y ou, also. 
Don’t eat m eat fats; instead, get 
y our fats from cream and butter. 
You can eat cottage cheese, too. 
Eat only m oderate am ounts of 
starchy foods such as potatoes. 
You can have milk and sweetened 
drinks between y our meals, if y ou 
wish.

These Days 


It used to amuse me, when I lived in 
Russia, to meet a person who announced, 
“I am intelligent.” It seemed such a funny 
thing to say. Nevertheless, in a country 
of gross illiteracy, as Russia then was, 
the person who could read and write, who 
could recite quotations from Gogol and 
Lermontov, and who could argue over Tol­ 
stoi and Dostoevski, could say, ‘I am in­ 
telligent.’ 
Later, in China, it was something for 
the older people to say that they had pass­ 
ed their examinations. It marked them 
off from those who had not passed their 
examinations. Most Chinese could not 
read atrail or much. This was complicated 
by the use of a written language, Wen Li, 
which was quite different from the spok­ 
e n tongues, even that lingua franca which 
the foreigners called “Mandarin.” 
I saw in the newspapers that Barnaby 
C. Keeney, Dean of Brown University, was 
annoyed with J. Edgar Hoover for having 
said: 
‘All too often, academic license has con­ 
tributed to the spread of Communism and 
; in case after case has won converts to the 
Communist cause.” 
Dean Kenney replied to this: 
“I am disappointed in J. Edgar Hoover, 
who is a good security officer and whose 
investigations proceed with s o m e w h a t 
more sophistication than his speech writ­ 
ers.” 
Naturally, that is a disappointing reply; 
It does not answer Hoover’s charge; it de­ 
nounces Hoover, using, according to the 
account, the phrase against Hoover, a 
vicious attitude toward intellectuals.” 
Dean Kenney does not know whether J. 
Edgar Hoover writes his own speeches or 
employs writers any more than I know 
whether President Wriston of Brown Uni­ 
versity, who usually speaks remarkably 
well and with much sense, writes his own 
or has them rolled by his undergradu­ 
ates. The Dean, who is defending intellec­ 
tuals as a class, resort^to the ad hominem 
argument of the small boy who says, 
‘You’re another.” 
All this leads me to the retirement of a 
scholar, a moral philosopher and historian, 
Father James M. Gillis, a Paulist orator 
and one of the earliest religious leaders to 
use radio to carry a message. Father Gil­ 
lis and Dr. Daniel Poling were contem­ 
poraries and paved the way for such tre­ 
mendous successes as Bishop Fulton Sheen 
and Dr. Norman Vincent Peale who have 
turned radio and television into great 
pulpits. 
But F ather Gillis has not been limited 
to the gift of speech. A philosopher, he 
wrote a column, “Sursum Corda,” which 
appeared in a large number of Catholic 
parochial newspapers and which I read 
each week for many years, for its wisdom 
and my guidance in the application of mor­ 
al thought to current matters. 
Here then is an intellectual on the other 
side of the Helegians and the Marxists and 
that galaxy of specialists who wear all 
sorts of keys to extablish their superiority 
over other men. Father Gillis*® knowledge 
of history is profound but his familiarity 
with literature, even the writings of the 
temporary and shallow, is nigh omniscient.

Yellow Cast to Skin 
May Signify Jaundice

COLD weather usually brings 
an Increase In the num ber of 
cases of Infectious hepatitis or 
jaundice. This is a common type 
of acute liver infection which 
sometimes occurs in epidemics. 
Such epidemics were fairly com­ 
mon in the armed forces during 
World War II. 
Caused By Virus 
The infection is caused by a 
virus which may be spread by 
contam inated food or water. It is 
not ordinarily a severe disease. 
Usually it attacks young persons. 
It 
is 
generally 
believed 
th a t 
crowding, poor sanitation and 
poor nutrition may contribute 
greatly to its development. 
If you contract this disease, you 
probably won’t notice any symp­ 
toms until about six weeks after 
you’ve been infected. The dis­ 
order starts suddenly. Usually, 
you will lose your appetite, feel 
sick to your stomach and have a 
fever. In severe cases, your fever 
will reach 103 or 104 degrees. 
Tender Liver 
You’ll probably be very uncom ­ 
fortable, and feel weak. Your liver 
may be tender and enlarged, and 
you may have a pain In the upper 
right part of your abdomen. You 
may have intestinal cramps, too, 
and In about one-sixth of the 
cases the spleen in the upper left 
p art of the abdomen becomes en­ 
larged. Your skin may itch se­ 
verely and you m ight have oc­ 
casional attacks of diarrhea. 
About five days after the first 
symptoms appear Jaundice usu­ 
ally develops, and the skin and 
mucous membranes turn a green­ 
ish-yellow. With the development 
of jaundice, your tem perature 
usually returns to about normal. 
The stom ach and bowel discom­ 
fort 
will 
continue 
for 
about 
another IO days, but as the jau n ­ 
dice clears up, these symptoms 
will also vanish.

Eat only m oderate am ounts of 
starchy foods such as potatoes. 
You can have milk and sweetened 
drinks between your meals, if you 
wish.

Shabby Old Bird Is Given 
Distinctive Honor By Ohio 
COLUMBUS, Ohio MPV—A shabby 
old 
bird with shoe-button eyes, 
perched the last 40 years in a glass 
case at the Ohio State Museum, to­ 
day became a bird of distinction. 
The museum and other experts 
now are recognizing the specimen 
of the extinct passenger pigeon 
as the last wild specimen of its 
kind killed anywhere. 
The pigeon was presented to the 
Ohio Historical Society in 1915, and 
was then recognized as the last 
wild specimen killed in Ohio. 
Poorly mounted, obviously the 
work of an am ateur taxidermist, 
the dingy bird sits in the case 
alongside a bright-plumaged male 
specimen, professionally mounted. 
But the shabby bird has the place 
of honor. 
A new and exhaustive study by 
Dr. A. M. Schorger of Madison, 
Wis., published by the University 
of Wisconsin Press under the title, 
“ Tile Passenger Pigeon, Its Nat­ 
ural History and Its Extinction,” 
quotes Dr. Schorger as saying: ‘I 
am willing to accept as the very 
last record, specimen taken at Sar­ 
gents, Pike County, Ohio, on March 
24, 1900.’ 
‘Naturally, all of us are elated 
that our bird has been officially

Ohio’s shabby bird is in some­ 
what the same position as the 
more famed cock robin. Ifs killer 
for a long time was described as a 
Pike County boy, but now authori­ 
ties are more inclined to believe a 
sheriff of Pike County killed the 
bird. 
However it was likled, the dis­ 
tinction of being the last known 
wild individual of a species that 
existed in estimated billions even 
as late as the 1870’s, is not a light 
one. 
Native only to the L ilted States 
and southern Canada, the passen­ 
ger 
pigeon, whose flights once 
darkened Ohio skies, was killed by 
the millions for food and destroyed 
wholesale in its roosting places. 
Swine were fattened on the bird, 
and as one historian 
r e p o r t s 
“squabs were sought for m arkets 
and the entire nest-filled forests 
were sometimes destroyed in a sin­ 
gle day by hundreds of killers who 
knocked the young out of their 
nests with long poles, pulled off 
their heads and drew their craws 
with one motion, and tossed the 
carcass into road wagons for haul­ 
ing to m arket.” 
Prof. Schorger tells of one per­ 
son who killed 4.000 of the pigeons 
in a day. Another plucked 1,728 
for a bride’s featherbed.

™ tor away .” Before the commercial 
interests coined this phrase, t h e 
old-timer had no such thought in 
mind when he planted apple trees 
and saw to it that nary a dropped 
or a picked fruit went to waste. 
He pro ba bly ha d v ery little 
co nceptio n o f a ny thera peutic v a l­ 
ue, but he certa inly knew there 
wa s no fruit a ny mo re v ersa tile 
o r v a lua ble to him in pro v iding 
ft 
ma ny o f the necessities o f h i s 
fa mily ’s ev ery da y life. And it 
pro ba bly wro uId ha v e been pretty 
much o f a jo ke to the y o ungsters 
ha d they been to ld tha t a pples 
kept the Do cto r a wa y . 
There can’t b e many today , who 
are at the age of reminiscence, that 
don’t rem em b er what a few green 
apples—even though y ou put plenty 
of salt on them—would do for y our 
innards. The sy mptoms were eas- 
ily diagnosed and treatm ent very 
seldom req uired the services of the 
family doctor. 
Tummy -aehe was the common 
conclusion, though a rather severe 
siege was q uite often determined 
to b e “cholera-morb us”. But the 
treatm ent was a uniform procedure 
—either b aking-soda or jam aica- 
ginger or paregoric and if these 
didn't b ring relief—a good dose of 
lukewarm mustard-w a t e r didn’t 
^ ta k e long for results—all of w'hich 
was followed b y a generous portion 
of castor-oil. 
* • • 
THERE WERE two g e n e r a l 
classifications of the apple season 
—harvest of the summer varieties 
and those for w'intfr use. It was 
those that ripened in the sum m er 
and early fall which req uired the 
most attention and made hard work 
for the women-folks. You can b et 
ft; that nothing was permitted to go to 
wase in those day s—very f e w 
homes could afford to. 
Just as soon as any fruit b egan 
to drop, whether from worm holes 
or rotted places, apple pies, apple 
dumplings, b aked or stewed apples, 
apple sauce, or may b e b rown-b etty 
b ecame regular on the daily b ill-of- 
fare. No one knew ab out spray ing 
fo r insects and disease—a w o r m 
ho le or a ba d place was simply 
ft something to b e cut out when pre­ 
paring for cooking. 
When the dro p came so fast they 
co uld no t be consumed b y d a i I y 
use, then bega n the siege of jelly - 
ma king, ca nning, dry ing and—o h 
y es—we must not forget that old­ 
fa shio ned apple-b utter. m a d e b y 
bo iling do wn cider, usually done out 
doors in an old kettle over a wood 
fire. 
The a pple butter we buy in 
sto res to da y is fine, but do n’t y o u 
think it la cks so mething? Let’s 
ca ll it the tra ditio na l perso na lity . 
Since we have mentioned cider, 
we m ay as well go on telling ab out 
cider making and the many uses 
it had. How many can rememb er 
w hat JI b usy place the cider-m i 11 
was in the fall, when y ou made a 
trip there with a load of apples to 
trade for a b arrel of fresh cider? 
May b e y our favorite cider-maker 
fvhad a different plan, b ut the mill 
* we remem b er at the foot of West 
Main Street, made no claim that 
the sweet b everage y ou took home 
came from y our own apples. 
No — y our apples were simply 
dumped into the common hopper _ 
so y ou soon learned it was not nec­ 
essary or even common practice to 
carefully sort the good from t h e 
b ad. We don’t rem em b er hearing 
any one say ing the flavor was in any

‘An apple a day keeps the Doc- 
™ tor aw ay.” Before the com m ercial 
interests coined this phrase, t h e 
old-tim er had no such thought in 
mind when he planted apple trees 
and saw to it that nary a dropped 
or a picked fruit went to waste. 
He probably had very little 
conception of any therapeutic val­ 
ue, but he certainly knew there 
was no fruit any more versatile 
or valuable to him in providing 
ft' 
many of the necessities of h i s 
fam ily’s everyday life. And it 
probably would have been pretty 
much of a joke to the youngsters 
had they been told that apples 
kept the Doctor away. 
There can’t be many today, who 
are at the age of rem iniscence, that 
don’t rem em ber what a few green 
apples—even though you put plenty 
of salt on them —would do for your 
innards. The sym ptom s were eas­ 
i l y diagnosed and treatm ent very 
seldom required the services of the 
fam ily doctor. 
Tum m y-ache was the 
common 
conclusion, though a rath er severe 
siege was quite often determ ined 
to be “cholera-m orbus” . But the 
treatm ent was a uniform procedure 
—either baking-soda or jam aica- 
ginger or paregoric and if these 
didn’t bring relief—a good dose of 
lukew arm m ustard-w a t e r didn’t 
^ jtak e long for results—all of which 
was followed by a generous portion 
of castor-oil. 
• • * 
THERE WERE two g e n e r a l 
classifications of the apple season 
—harvest of the sum m er varieties 
and those for w inter use. It was 
those that ripened in the sum m er 
and early fall which required the 
m ost attention and m ade hard work 
for the women-folks. You can bet 
ft; that nothing was perm itted to go to 
wase 
in 
those days—very f e w 
homes could afford to. 
Ju st as soon as any fruit began 
to drop, w hether from worm holes 
or rotted places, apple pies, apple 
dum plings, baked or stewed apples, 
apple sauce, or m aybe brown-betty 
becam e regular on the daily bill-of- 
fare. No one knew about spraying 
for insects and disease—a w' o r rn 
hole or a bad place was simply 
^ something to be cut out when pre­ 
paring for cooking. 
When the drop cam e so fast they 
could not be consumed by d a l l y 
use, th<m began the siege of jelly- 
making, canning, drying and—oh 
yes—we must not forget that old­ 
fashioned apple-butter, m a d e by 
boiling down cider, usually done out 
doors in an old kettle over a wood 
fire. 
The apple butter we buy in 
stores today is fine, but don’t you 
think it lacks something? 
Let’s 
call it the traditional personality. 
Since we have mentioned cider, 
we m ay as well go on telling about 
cider m aking and the m any uses 
it had. How many can rem em ber 
wha t a busy place the cider-m i 11 
was in the fall, when you m ade a 
trip there with a load of apples to 
trade for a barrel of fresh cider? 
Maybe your favorite cider-m aker 
had a different plan, but the mill 
rem em ber at the foot of West 
Main Street, m ade no claim that 
the sweet beverage you took home 
cam e from your own apples. 
No — your apples were simply 
dumped into the common hopper— 
so you soon learned it was not nec­ 
essary or even common practice to 
carefully sort the good from t h e 
bad. We don’t rem em ber hearing 
anyone saying the flavor was in any 
* way affected or that the c i d e r 
« would not “ vinegar” — and there 
were no poor food laws in those 
days.

their own cider. We have seen ac­ 
counts where the apples w e r e 
chopped up and placed in a sack 
and the juice extracted by tram p ­ 
ing with the feet, or pounding with 
a m allet, the sack on a drain board. 
L ater, many of the folks m ade 
their sausage grinders and presses 
do extra duty in cider-m aking. 
Some built larger presses of sep­ 
arated w’ooden Staves, with a heavy 
squeezer plate act\*w**d 
by tw o 
husky operators—one at each end 
of a long beam , fastened in t h e 
center to a wooden screw, which 
forced the squeezer plate in the na­ 
ture of a press. These were com ­ 
munal rigs—and in turn went to all 
in the neighborhood. 
But now we have our barrel of 
cider home—sitting up off the cel­ 
lar floor on a couple of “ horses” 
with the wooden spigot driven in 
the lower “ bung” . Don’t you re ­ 
m em ber the m any, m any t r i p s 
made to the cellar, either with a 
tincup or a pitcher, by young and 
old? And then, after a fe\(r days, 
how the youngsters were cautioned 
not to drink any more—being told 
that the cider was spoiled. 
How­ 
ever, we always wondered why the 
older folks still m ade so m a n y 
trips down the cellar way. 
We almost forgot to rn e n t i o n 
that before our cider got “hard”, 
a good bit was boiled so that it 
would keep sweet for future use 
— particularly 
for 
the 
mince­ 
meat. Then what was left in the 
barrel, was to become vinegar 
for table use and putting up the 
pickles next summer. 
Rem em ber when, for some re a ­ 
son, it would not vinegar and you 
were sent to a neighbors to borrow 
some “ m other” to get it started? 
In case you never heard about or 
saw any “ m other” , we s h o u l d 
briefly tell you it is a m ass of bac­ 
teria, which transform s sweet ci­ 
der to sour vinegar and as near as 
we can describe it’s looks—well if 
you will put some plain cotton in a 
little vinegar, by appearance only, 
you would have a gob of “ m other” . 
Then t - before freezing w eather 
set in, it was tim e to lay away the 
winter apples. Everyone did this, 
whether from your own trees or you 
had to buy them . Generally the va­ 
rieties were kept separate in bins in 
a cool cellar, but where the cellar 
was not suitable, they were usual­ 
ly stored in an upstairs room. 
T hat’s what we had to do at our 
house—in w hat we called the ‘va­ 
cant room ” . 
* • • 
EVEN FOR the few in our fam 
ily we usually stored five or six 
bushels of about that m any kinds. 
Wish we could nam e all the kinds 
that could be had in those days— 
but we do rem em ber the Grim es, 
the large and the sm all Rambos, 
two kinds of Russets or Rusticoats, 
Greenings, Baldwins, the enormous 
Toppahockins (I’ll bet 
this isn’t 
spelled right—but you know what I 
m ean), Roman Beauties, Northern 
Spy, W inesaps and finally the most 
beautiful apple ever grown, the 
best keeper, but the m ost tasteless 
—Ben Davis. 
Maybe something like this hap­ 
pened at your house back 
many 
years ago, which has always stuck 
in your m em ory. When you were 
sent to the cellar or upstairs to get 
a pan of apples for the evening 
snack, you were generally caution­ 
ed to pick out the specked ones, 
and thus keep just behind the rot­ 
ting stage. We got used to a win­ 
te r’s diet of apples going bad — did 
y%u?

Election

u By Ted W. Brown- 1 
Secretary of State of Ohio 
(One of a Series) 
The Ohio Constitution gives the 
legislative power of the state to the 
General Assembly but the right to 
purpose laws and to vote on them 
at the polls, as well as the right 
to reject laws passed by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, is reserved to the 
voters of the state. These rights, 
which are known as the powers of 
initiative 
and 
referendum , 
are 
also extended to m unicipal legis­ 
lation. 
As to the power to initiate an or­ 
dinance, the statutes provide for 
the circulation of a petition. This 
petition m ust contain the signatures 
of not less than ten per cent of the 
num ber of electors who voted for : 
Governor at the 
next preceding 
general election for th at, office in I 
the m unicipality. The petition is 
subm itted to the city auditor or vil­ 
lage clerk, as the case may be. The 
auditor or clerk then certifies the 
petition to the Board of Elections. I 
The Board then submits the 
proposed ordinance for the ap­

ors of the municipal corporation 
at the next succeeding general 
election occurring subsequent to 
ninety days after the certifying of 
the Board. Such an ordinance is 
not subject to the veto of the 
Mayor.
